The United States government closed 
its business as an air-mall carrier on the 
last day of August after nine years of op- 
eration. Air mail is now carried entirely 
by private contractors, just as ocean and 
rail mall ic transported. The Postoffice De 
partment inaugurated the first alr- mall serv- 
ice in the world on May 15, 1918, when serv- 
ice was begun between New York and Waseb- 
ington. The flying time was three hours 
sod twenty minutes. The history of the 
air mail under government management is 
| one of tiie brightest pages in national prog- 
ress since the World War.

1926, the department expended $2,944,648 
on the air mall service and its receipts were |
